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COA Opens Walking Path 
By Marilou Newell 

Successful projects always start with great 
imagination, into which seeds of “what can be” are 
planted. Nurtured by stick-to-it-iveness and community 
involvement, public works projects can and do see the 
light of day. Case in point, Marion’s Cushing Community 
Center. 

The former V.F.W. hall, now fast becoming a 
crowning jewel and hub of multi-generational activity, 
houses the Marion Council on Aging and the Recreation 
Department offices. The interior spaces are used by both 
departments, but with a heavier focus on the senior 
community. 

For seniors and those with mobility issues, COA 
Board President Harry Norweb said that a walking path 
is an important part of an overall improvement plan for 
the grounds of the community center. Noting that people 
with mobility issues have a hard time finding a level safe 
surface to take a walk, plans for a walking path grew. 

On September 24, with Norweb and Select Board 
members Norm Hills and Randy Parker present with 
Friends of the Marion COA President Merry Conway, 
Police Chief Richard Nighelli, Community Preservation 
Committee Chair Jeff Doubrava, Donna Hemphill, the 
Select Board administrator and member of the Friends 
of the Marion Recreation Department, and Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail, the 200-meter long, smooth 
walkway was ceremoniously opened with a ribbon 
cutting. 

Norweb said that the work taking place on this 
municipal property is truly a commitment from the entire 
community. While he said that fundraising done by the 
Friends was critical, it wasn’t solely how this project was 
funded. “There were three sources for funding,” Norweb 
stated. “The CPC, FMCOA, and the Friends of the Marion 
Recreation Department each contributed $4,500. ... The

town has been a full partner.” 

Norweb said that fundraising will continue for 
some time for the project that will feature a 36-by-26-foot 
covered pavilion positioned in the lawn space, where all 
types of community events will be possible. Originally, 
the plan called for placement of the structure in the 
center of the lawn fronting on Route 6. Upon further 
consideration, planners are rethinking and moving the 
structure closer to the existing community building. 
Norweb said this would allow for better movement 
between the kitchen and bathroom facilities and a larger 
open space on the lawn for children’s games and other 
activities. 

Of the walking path, Norweb stated that it is 
critical to keep the walkway as level as possible with 
special consideration for those using wheelchairs. 

“We had to keep the grade no more than 2 degrees of 
elevation. It’s fully ADA compliant.” 

Plans for the walkway include some additional 
landscaping and possibly the placement of signage 
indicating how many laps it takes to reach a certain 
goal such as, “X number of laps and you’ll be in New 
Bedford,” Norweb said with a chuckle.

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Canning 101 and Fun Facts 
Rochester Council on Aging 
By Marilou Newell 


Continuing in its mission to bring interesting and 
entertaining programs to seniors in the area, the Rochester 
Council on Aging hosted Dave Wheeler, an expert on 
preserving foods via both cold and hot canning processes. 
On September 23, Wheeler, armed with his tools of the 
trade — a hot plate and canning jars - demonstrated how 
easy it is to preserve a harvest of tomatoes. 

For tomatoes, Wheeler recommended preserving 
meaty varieties such as roma tomatoes, best for sauces, 
although any type of tomato may be preserved and be 
served as stewed or in soups and stews. 

The canning maestro demonstrated the ease of 
peeling a tomato by first making a small crosscut in the 
stem end of the precious fruit, heat water to the boil, a 
process known as blanching, then placing the tomatoes 
in the water for 30 to 60 seconds and, voila! The skin 
shrinks and is easily pulled away from the tender flesh. 
Wheeler surprised the participants when he suggested 
dehydrating the tomato skins into tiny flakes that are rich 
in tomato flavor and can be used as a garnish or flavor 
enhancer in cooked recipes. 

Oh, by the way, if you are still wondering 
whether a tomato is a fruit or veggie, it is a fruit because 
it has seeds. Vegetables apparently do not have seeds in 
the harvested food parts that we eat. Still not sure? The 
internet can assist. 

After removing the skins, Wheeler simply 
put the red globes in a canning jar, filling it nearly 
to the top, sealed it with a metallic airtight lid, and 
instructed attendees to place it in simmering water for 
approximately 45 minutes. Remove jars from water, set 
aside to cool and wait for that triumphant sound of the 
lids being sucked airtight via a vacuum action. He said it 
is not necessary to screw the lids down more than finger 
tight, “otherwise they can be too difficult to open later 
on.” 

Wheeler also suggested that seniors might want 
to try their hand at gardening by way of high raised 
garden platforms that grant easier access to what is

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of evolution has preserved foods. It says that in cold 
climates, ice and snow kept meat frozen, a practice still 
used today by indigenous people in the far north. In 
warm climates, the sun and even the wind were or are 
used to dehydrate foods. Some cultures in high mountain 
regions of South America where pre-Columbian societies 
thrived for centuries used dehydration to preserve the 
dead. Suffice to say, the process has been around since 
about 12,000 BC, give or take a few centuries. 

Things changed in the 1800s for homemakers 
who spent weeks preserving harvested foods against 
the coming winter when Clarence Birdseye invented a 
quick-freezing process. As a child growing up, we always 
had bricks of frozen peas and corn at the ready and TV 
dinners. Frozen foods not only revolutionized the way 
food was preserved but truly impacted the entire food 
industry. Frozen pizza, anyone? 

Beyond canning, there are pickling and 
fermenting processes not reviewed in Wheeler’s 
presentation but equally important to, not only preserving 
foods, but in adding to the flavor pallet available to 
humans. Pickles and beer come to mind.

There was a time when you could find 
bumblebees anywhere across North America, from 
Quebec to Florida, westward to South Dakota, then into 
the central mountains of Mexico. However, in the past 
10 years, the surplus of numbers has collapsed almost 
entirely. 

It is now suspected that the critical devastation 
took place when our American bees were infected with 
a deadly virus after European bees were imported 
into North America for the sole purpose of pollinating 
greenhouse tomatoes for the growing market. Bumblebees 
were essential to pollinate flowers in our gardens as well 
as crops in our farm fields to provide us with essential

Select Board Selects New Project Manager

Deep into what became a rather long meeting, 
the Mattapoisett Select Board members met with two 
candidates vying for the newly created position of Project 
Manager, a staff member to assist Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco.

The issue of private roads versus public roads visit our website at MattapoisettAH.com 
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and public services used to maintain and plow private 
roads was brought to the board’s attention for review by 
Finance Committee member Pat Donoghue, who said 
after a friend sustained injury from a cycling accident on 
a private road, she was asked to help ascertain who is 
liable for the condition of the road. Donoghue said what 
she uncovered is a disparity in signed agreements and the 
enforcement of agreements between the town and private 
roadway owners. 

Donoghue said that private roads can be serviced 
by the town with signed agreements per a local bylaw, 
but in accepting such services, the property owners also 
agree that the roadways would be open to all residents in 
the community. She said signs that indicate a neighbor’s 
roadway is private are wrong, as the roadways are 
supposed to be public. Collyer said it is time to audit the 
agreements, make sure all such agreements are in place 
and up to date, and where “No trespassing” signs are 
displayed they should be removed. Highway Surveyor 
Garrett Bauer said there are 89 agreements in his office 
and that 22 roads are being serviced with no agreements.

Town Achieves Hard-Earned Stability 
Rochester Finance Committee

The Town of Rochester’s reliance on revenue 
generated by the SEMASS recycling facility has long been 
considered risky, and while Article 13 of the Warrant for 
the October 18 Special Town Meeting recommending the 
transfer of $300,000 to the town’s Stabilization Fund may 
seem like a drop in the bucket, it is a statement drop. 

“This will bring us to our goal,” said Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, identifying best 
practices in explaining that Rochester set out to save $2.2 
million and, with voters’ approval on October 18, will 
have met the 10-percent goal. “We’re where we need to 
be.” 

The Rochester Finance Committee met on 
Monday night with Szyndlar and voted unanimously 
to recommend to voters all seven of the town-exclusive 
financial articles on the Warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting at Rochester Memorial School. 

The Board of Selectmen set the policy and some 
target goals, according to Szyndlar, based on a percentage 
of the town’s annual operating budget. “As that grows, 
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your Stabilization Fund should follow suit,” Szyndlar 
explained. “With a town like this with so much reliance 
on SEMASS ... the goal should really be 15 percent ... to be

Reorganized FinCom Seeks New Blood 
Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee met on 
September 15 to vote its recommendations on financially 
impactful Warrant articles for the October 19 Special 
Town Meeting at Sippican School. 

The Finance Committee, which is down a 
full member and an alternate, also reorganized. Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail said it is likely an alternate 
member will be elevated to full-member status and that 
two alternates will be recruited to join the committee. 

On the recommendation of the Appointment 
Committee, the committee has done away with its co- 
chairs arrangement and has voted former co-chair Shea 
Assad as a single new chair for the next 12 months. Assad 
had joined former Chair Peter Winters in the role of co- 
chair in 2021 but said he thinks the role should rotate. 
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Member Charlie Larkin said it’s been harder this 
year to deliberate with co-chairs and move as efficiently 
and recommended the FinCom go with one. Members 
Jay Pateakos and Bill Marvel agreed that the committee 
functions better with a single chair that would be rotated. 

Pateakos will continue as clerk, and Marvel 
will representative FinCom to the Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee. 

Before the committee got that far, it first heard 
McGrail present the articles for the Special Town 
Meeting Warrant. FinCom either approved each article as 
presented or voted against making any recommendation 
on the basis of no financial impact to the town. No article 
was voted for recommendation against. 

Article 1 asks voters to approve the transfer of 
$175,000 from the Capital Stabilization Fund or from 
free cash to be used for electrical upgrades at the Town 
House as directed by the facilities manager. Transferring 
the funds from Capital Stabilization would require a two- 
thirds majority vote at Town Meeting. 

McGrail told the committee he underfunded the 
project, previously set at $150,000 before it was learned 
that the utility pole closest to the Town House does not 
carry the necessary three-phase power required by the 
project. It would have cost $1 million to run three-phase 
power from Route 6, so the revised plan calls for three- 
phase power to feed the Town House from across Spring 
Street and abandon the Main Street power source. 
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The new below-ground service will run across 
Spring Street to a transformer under the gazebo and to 
the Town House from there. The results of the bidding 
process underway since the day after the meeting will not 
be known until late October, but McGrail believes based 
on the article’s passage and discussions with potential 
vendors that he will be turning back appropriated money 
to the town. 

As McGrail explained, Eversource would dig 
into Spring Street and run wire underground. The power 
company would continue to run the wire on town 
property but digging would necessarily be done by an 
excavator contracted by the town. 

McGrail told FinCom the town is closing in on 
certifying free cash, but that the method of funding the 
project is not finalized. He said that, while the town 
waits on the state Department of Revenue to complete 
certification, the Capital Stabilization Fund can more than 
make up the difference. 

Town Accountant Judy Mooney estimates that 
Marion has a total of nearly $2,900,000 in its regular 
Stabilization Fund, $234,450 in its Capital Stabilization 
Fund, and $370,000 in the School Stabilization Fund. 

Since McGrail has been town administrator, 
Marion has only added to its stabilization funds, but 
should free cash not be certified by the October 19 Special 
Town Meeting, the Stabilization Fund would be the only 
option for Articles 1 and 2. 

Winters was happy to hear Mooney say she 
intends to put the money back into the Stabilization Fund 
in the spring. 

Article 2 asks for the transfer of $35,000 from 
the town’s Waterways Account to meet the 25-percent 
matching requirement of the state’s Seaport Economic 
Council-sponsored grant for the design and bid 
documents for a new harbormaster facility. 

The state is crediting Marion for its prior 
investment in the feasibility study as part of its 25-percent 
match. 

Marion will apply for two more Seaport 
Economic Council grants, according to McGrail, the first 
for $1 million and the second for less. A 20-percent town 
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match will be required for the future grant applications, 
so it has yet to be determined if the town will be in a 
position to ask voters to appropriate that money at the 
2022 Spring Town Meeting. 

In summarizing the town’s commitment to the 
new grant process for the harbormaster facility, McGrail 
said it will be an investment of 20-percent of a total cost 
of $2 million. The tentative plan is to borrow in concert 
with other projects, the debt service being paid off with 
Waterways Account funds over a 20-year period. 

The public will be invited to view the proposed 
footprint as revised from the original pitch in an open 
house event at Island Wharf. 

McGrail believes that with investment in the 
Waterways Account over the next five years, the town 
will also be able to fund a new harbormaster boat without 
needing to borrow. 

The committee voted to recommend Article 6, the 
Old Rochester Regional School District Agreement, and 
Article 7, the creation of ORR’s Stabilization Fund. 

“They’re going to be under the constraints of 
[Proposition 2 %],” said Winters, who figures it will be 
difficult for the school district to significantly build the 
account. FinCom votes to recommend. 

While it took little to no deliberation to make the 
ORR-related approvals, the subject sparked big-picture 
conversation where it concerns the downtrend in student 
enrollment. 
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The Town of Marion is applying on behalf of the 
Tri-Town to the state’s Community Compact for a grant 
to conduct a future trend enrollment study in public 
schools in the district and a study specifically on Sippican 
Elementary School. The study will include assessment 
and capital projections, according to McGrail. 

“T think that’s going to be important to manage 
expenses,” said Marion Select Board member John 
Waterman, who noted that Sippican was down 40 
students last year, and ORR was down 150. “If we’re 
headed into a period of secular decline in enrollment, I 
think there is a lot more opportunity to rein in expenses.” 

Waterman anticipates the study informing the 
town’s elected officials charged with vetting proposed 
residential projects. 

One of those projects, the Heron Cove residential 
development proposed by Ken Steen, will, in exchange 
for allowing an increase in the number of units from 96 
units to 120, yield $1.1 million to the town in increased 
infiltration and inflow (I/I) sewer revenue. The 20-percent 
affordable housing component puts Marion over the 
10-percent state requirement. 

“We feel that this new growth is something 
that will help us pay for some things like the village 
infrastructure project when that comes up in a couple 
of years without having to do tax overrides,” said 
Waterman, citing the adjacent residential project proposed 
by Matt Zucker along with Sherman Briggs’ proposed 
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project off Spring and Mills Streets. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, November 3, at

Abutters Unsatisfied with Engineer’s Responses 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During many previous Conservation Commission 
meetings, abutters have taken the commission and an 
engineer to task, requesting more in-depth study of 
drainage issues on a lot located at 7 Nashawena Road 
owned by Alexander Bauer. 

The latest iteration of Bauer’s plans, presented on 
September 27, calls for the reconstruction of an existing 
structure. The advertised posting of the project also states 
that drainage will be directed towards a low point on 
the lot. This has been the biggest sticking point for not 
only Bauer but his engineering representative, Douglas 
Schneider of Schneider, Davignon, and Leone, Inc. 

Schneider’s last presentation of the project 
included a detailed description of an in-ground 
infiltration system that would direct stormwater into 
underground basins designed to allow captured water 
to recharge below grade. He also had pointed out that 
roof runoff would be directed below grade and that the 
overall drainage system would greatly improve flooding 
issues on the lot. He did not, however, include resolution 
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of historic drainage issues along Nashawena Road, a 
problem raised by abutters concerned that Bauer’s project 
would make matters worse for the neighborhood. 

During the September 13 meeting, abutters 
lobbied long and hard to be given an additional two 
weeks to review the new plan of record, a point ultimately 
conceded by Schneider in an effort to avoid an appeal of 
the commission’s decision. For its part, the commission 
believed the applicant had satisfied all wetlands-related 
issues and was at that time ready to close the hearing and 
condition the project. Instead, a two-week continuance 
was requested by Schneider. 

The additional time has not moved abutters 
David Behenne or William Straus to view the proposed 
project more favorably. 

Present at the Town Hall meeting room, Behenne 
submitted a letter to the commission that was not read 
aloud. But after reading it, Chairman Mike King said 
the letter echoed previously articulated concerns about 
groundwater runoff. Behenne insisted that soils in the 
area be tested for drainage capabilities, a procedure 
King said was only necessary for septic systems, not 
eroundwater issues. 

But the biggest bone of contention on this night 
was raised by abutter Straus who asserted that Bauer has 
no ownership right to the private roadway. This prompted 
Schneider to say, “So, Mr. Bauer can’t get to his lot then.” 

Straus said that he had brought up ownership 
issues with the roadway as far back as March 2021 but 
that the engineer had never adequately sought legal 
advice. Schneider said that in his 30 years of working 
in the Antassawamock beach community ownership 
of the roads therein had never been an issue. “It’s just 
a driveway entrance. My client owns to the center line; 
there are no association rights of ownership.” 

Straus became somewhat frustrated by the sound 
of his voice, having entered the meeting via remote 
access. He said, “It’s a 50-by-70 [foot] lot as many are in 
the area.” But of the right to enter the property from a 
new driveway, Straus said, “It’s a legal opinion.... The 
engineer should not be practicing law; it’s a legal issue, 
not an engineering issue.” 
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King entered the debate, telling Straus, “You’ve 
provided no evidence that supports your position [that 
the association has ownership rights to the roadways].” 
Straus shot back, “I brought this up last March. ... I don’t 
have a burden of providing evidence, I am not to blame 
here. The engineer neglected to provide the information. 
A driveway exists now.” 

Straus also questioned the need to remove a 
swath of vegetation. King said, “Mr. Straus has asserted 
ownership to the association and individual residents.” 
Straus continued: “Title and easement issues are owned 
by the residents and the association; the engineer decided 
not to pursue.” 

“We've exhausted all avenues; the design has 
addressed all concerns. Let it play out in Land Court. 
Either there is a document at the registry or there isn’t,” 
King said before the commission closed the public hearing 
and then unanimously voted to approve and condition 
the project. 

Randall Lane Solar, LLC, represented by Eric Las 
of Beals and Thomas, Inc., came before the commission 
to give an update on items requested in early meetings 
relative to its proposed solar project. One such item 
was a complete survey of the riverfront area within and 
nearby the proposed solar field. Las explained that the 
survey prompted the designers to scale back the array 
field somewhat to keep it out of resource areas. It was also 
noted by Las that Site Plan Review was ongoing with the 
Planning Board and that an application to the ZBA was 
also pending. The hearing was continued until October 
18. 

Also continued until October 18 was a Notice 
of Intent filed by the Town of Mattapoisett for a new 
sidewalk on the eastern side of Mattapoisett Neck 
Road from Route 6 to the intersection of the bike path. 

“Tt is a necessity and a long-overdue public-safety 
improvement,” King said of the plan. 

In response to several abutters who expressed 
concerns over drainage and possible rock-excavation 
activities, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said, 
“Money for this project is tight,” therefore any planned 
construction would be executed with that in mind. 
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Lorenco invited the public to contact his office 
with any concerns before, during, and after completion 
of the project. He said that concerns expressed over 
speeding on the heavily used roadway are being studied. 
Lorenco also assured the public that this project is to be 
funded in total by grants. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability filed 
by William Clapp for property located on lots 39 and 42 
off Mattapoisett Neck Road for mowing near a barrier 
beach and dune area received a Negative 3 determination. 
Also receiving a negative determination was an RDA 
filed by Timothy Eilertsen, 28 Sagamore Road, for the 
underground placement of a gas tank and porch footings. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
October 18, at 6:30 pm. 


Shortened Pier Approved with Conditions 
Marion Conservation Commission

The controversial case of the pier construction 
planned for 122 Register Road helped make the 
September 22 Conservation Commission meeting last 
over four hours. 

The application filed by 122 Register Road, 
LLC for an amended Order of Conditions to reduce the 
length of the pier by 30 feet was met with approval by 
the commission with conditions as authored by ConCom 
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member Jeff Doubrava. One of those conditions was 
authorization of the installation of eight piles instead of 
the 10 in the original Order of Conditions. 

The applicant filed the amended Order of 
Conditions “smartly,” according to Conservation 
Commission Chair Shaun Walsh. “If this gets built,” 
said Walsh, “he’s going to want to file for a Certificate of 
Compliance.” 

Walsh expressed concern that conservation 
commissions make a mistake when they put a lot of 
conditions into amended orders of conditions because 
that paves the way for an appeal to the state Department 
of Environmental Protection by the applicant or a person 
aggrieved by the ruling. 

Instead, Walsh suggested that ConCom continues 
to monitor the health of the impacted saltmarsh 
through the fall and into the winter as advised by the 
wetlands circuit rider. He suggested the ConCom use its 
enforcement authority to require the applicant to restore 
as needed come spring. Walsh noted that an Enforcement 
Order is not appealable to the DEP. 

In a continued public hearing, John and Cynthia 
Paliotta, 119 Converse Road, filed a Notice of Intent for 
a land management plan to eradicate invasive plants, 
restore and enhance native plant communities and 
establish long-term health, manage the woodland for 
long-term health, protect historic stone walls, create 
a sustainable, long-term vista corridor to Sippican 
Harbor, and create a vertically diverse native wood plant 
community at 119 Converse Road. 

After hearing from the Paliottas’ representatives 
from LEC Environmental, Bob Gray, the third-party 
consultant on behalf of the Marion ConCom, told the 
attendees that he had reviewed the revised paperwork 
and the project. “I don’t think I’m prepared to sign off 
yet but want to hear the presentation and hear from the 
public,” he said. 

After more discussion, the commission planned to 
conduct a site visit on Saturday, October 16, and the case 
was continued to October 27. 

In other decisions, the commission voted 
approvals in four cases. 

Daniel and Mayo Morgan, who filed an RDA to 
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reconstruct a deck / pergola in a new location south of its 
current location at 22 Point Road, was met with a vote of 
a Negative 2 determination. The land is subject to coastal 
storm flowage. 

Burr Brothers Boats’ ORAD application for the 
review and confirmation of the wetland resource area 
boundaries at 305 Front Street was approved as accurate. 
The land is subject to coastal storm flowage. 

Sarah Gardner filed an NOI to build a single- 
family house on Point Road in the buffer zone to 
bordering vegetated wetlands. The commission voted to 
issue a Certificate of Compliance. 

Tom Heiser filed a NOI to add a deck, parking, 
and an underground propane tank at 5 Island Court in 
the buffer zone to bordering vegetated wetlands; the 
commission voted to issue an Order of Conditions. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, October 13, at 
7:00 pm. 


Mixed Review for Solar Projects 
Rochester Planning Board

Two public hearings on solar projects that 
were continued from September 14 were heard by the 
Rochester Planning Board on September 28 at the Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School library. 

Both projects were represented by Beals and 
Thomas, Inc., which found a measure of closure on one 
public hearing and has its work cut out in the other. 

Cushman Solar, LLC awaits the board’s decision 
on its applications for Special Permits for a 3.9-megawatt 
(large-scale) solar array for property located at 0 Cushman 
Road. 

Eric Las, principal engineer at Beals and Thomas, 
Inc., told the board on Tuesday night that the applicant 
had addressed the concerns of the board and the abutters. 

He noted the board’s prior vote to approve four 
waiver requests. On Tuesday, the Board voted to approve 
the amended decommissioning estimate of $186,100. 

Las said he received “a clean letter from Field 
Engineering,” the board’s peer-review consultant, with 
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Ken Motta’s requests for conditions. 

Before Las was granted his wish that the board 
close the public hearing, abutter Julie Koczera asked for a 
change in the start of construction hours from 7:00 am to 
7:30 am. “Our concern is on when they are constructing 
the access road,” said Koczera, who told the board that 
the access road construction will be happening in her 
backyard. 

The board applied standard conditions for the 
project, including no operation of heavy equipment on 
Saturdays, Sundays or holidays. On Friday, work must be 
concluded by 5:00 pm. 

The applicant reminded the board that restrictive 
conditions will make construction last longer. 

Las considered 7:30 am a reasonable start 
time. “We would like to have it done to minimize the 
construction to as quickly as possible. A half an hour in 
the morning isn’t going to make a huge difference,” he 
said. 

Koczera asked how long it will take to construct 
the access road and told the board she wants to make 
sure their septic system isn’t damaged. Planning Board 
Chairman Arnie Johnson suggested adding a condition 
that a Field Engineering representative be out on the site 


to witness the work. “That would be great,” said Koczera. 


Las also assured Koczera that her parents’ 
mailbox will see no lasting impact, but in the event it is 
damaged, then the applicant will replace it according to 
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the family’s wishes. 

With that, the board voted to close the public 
hearing, and Johnson said a draft decision will be 
written by the next meeting of the board. “The important 
meeting,” he said, “will be the one after that.” That's 
when the board is expected to render its decision on the 
project. 

The presentation made by Sarah Stearns of Beals 
and Thomas, Inc. on behalf of Hingham-based Renewable 
Energy Partners, LLC in its application for Special Permits 
to construct a solar array and groundwater protection for 
property located at 109 Neck Road was met with scrutiny 
by the board and abutters. 

The applicant is already looking to alter the 
permitting approach, noting that what lies under the solar 
array is a state-approved process. Instead of seeking a 
dual-usage permit, the applicant wishes to apply for a 
regular ground-mounted solar array, then come back to 
the board to address the agricultural piece at a later date. 

Per Johnson’s request, Town Counsel Blair Bailey 
summarized the power and purview of the Planning 
Board, focusing on Massachusetts General Law Section 40, 
Chapter 3, along with Rochester’s ability to regulate via 
its own solar bylaw. 

While the applicant noted that the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water Protection Advisory Committee 
approved the project, Johnson said that the Town of 
Marion’s approval is likely needed because the project is 
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in the town’s well head area. “Technically, I would argue 
they are a party of interest,” said Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey. “It is Zone 2 ... but we give them the right to weigh 
in.” 

Poor weather canceled a planned site visit that 
will be rescheduled at 4:30 pm on Tuesday, October 12, the 
day of the board’s next scheduled meeting. 

The case was continued to October 12. 

Stearns described the project as a 1,300-foot-long 
canal canopy. Phase one is just a canopy over the existing 
canal, and the second part is the solar array. 

Abutters were mainly concerned over the 
screening aspect of the project, and Johnson encouraged 
them to pay attention as the hearing will be continued 
multiple times and the information will be available from 
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the site visit. 

In other business, the Planning Board reviewed 
and voted to approve the draft decision for board member 
Ben Bailey’s Longbow Lane project at 0 Gerrish Road. As 
in prior cases, Bailey recused himself from involvement as 
a commissioner in the process. 

The board decided to grant Plumb Corner, LLC 
permission to perform inside work on Monday, October 
11, but will not allow the operation of heavy equipment as 
requested in a letter to the board. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled to be held on Tuesday, October 12, at 7:00 
pm at the Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High 
School and via Zoom. 


Heron Cove Case Continued 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals met 
briefly on September 23 to continue the case of Heron 
Cove, LLC’s Comprehensive Permit application for the 
construction of a residential development on Wareham 
Road (Route 6). The continuance, considered at the 
applicant’s request, was voted onto the agenda for the 
ZBA’s meeting scheduled for Thursday, November 18, at 
6:30 pm. 

Because the ZBA’s regular schedule of second and 
fourth Thursdays of any month would have conflicted 
in November with Veterans Day and Thanksgiving, 
Heron Cove will next be heard on the third Thursday in 
November. 

In June, the 40B affordable housing development 
proposed by Ken Steen of Steen Realty changed course 
from a prior proposal for 96 residential units to 120 units 
in order to offset costs associated with infrastructural 
requirements. The revised Local Initiative Program (LIP) 
application proposed eight new buildings, each consisting 
of three two-bedroom, triplex units mainly focused on 
using an area of land previously reserved for Approval 
Not Required (ANR) development. 

Steen is also building a large, residential- 
commercial 40R development near the intersection of 
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Route 28 and Route 58 in Rochester. 
The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
for Thursday, October 14, at 6:30 pm.

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Closing in on maximizing the town’s net- 
metering credit capacity and dissatisfied tinkering with 
ideas that nibble at the edges of what else can be done to 
nudge Marion toward a little less dependence on fossil 
fuels, the dialogue among the committee’s members 
during Monday’s Zoom meeting focused on mountains 
rather than molehills. 

Dissatisfied with what is perceived as relegation 
to the kids’ table, the EMC wants to sit with the grownups 
and have input so it can have impact on the two major 
municipal construction projects facing Marion: the 
new Department of Public Works and Marine Center 
buildings. 

“It'd be a cool precedent to set for our town if 
we could have it that we won’t invest in any more fossil 
fuel for our infrastructure,” said EMC member Jennifer 
Francis, suggesting that the committee pursue some form 
of document or agreement that would prohibit the use 
of any new fossil fuel infrastructure in any new public 
construction. 

EMC Chair Christian Ingerslev mused about 
putting something before the citizens on Town Meeting 
floor — a Special Town Meeting will be held on October 19 
— and member Alanna Nelson asked if such a resolution 
should take the shape of a bylaw or statement of policy or 
intent. 

Massachusetts’ Stretch Code was discussed, 
but the net-zero banter of months-ago meetings did not 
resurface, indicating that the EMC is trying less to think 
pie-in-the-sky about impending construction of new 
headquarters for the DPW and harbormaster and is more 
preoccupied with identifying a strategy that will lead to 
meaningful involvement in these projects. 

While going electric is a main goal of the EMC, 
member Bill Saltonstall reminded the committee that 
“electric depends on fossil fuels sometimes. It doesn’t 
necessarily mean you're off of fossil fuels.” Member 
Eileen Marum concurred, saying, “Electricity produced by 
fossil fuels is not clean energy.” 

“It would be nice if by 2030 we were buying our 
electricity from a greener source than we are buying right 
now,” said Saltonstall.

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Francis estimated that Eversource produces 
75-percent of its electric power from fossil fuels. 

“A lot of their projects seem really large and not 
easy to see where the benefit would be, whereas I thought 
National Grid had more targeted projects,” said Nelson. 
“So, even how they’re spending their money that would 
help make everything go greener, you’re not sure what 
you're going to get out of it.” 

It was noted during the meeting that Marion is 
in an aggregate for residential electricity rates but not 
municipal. The town is a member of CVEC but cannot 
become a member of the Cape towns’ aggregate. 

Ingerslev said, before the EMC can take any 
substantial action, the town must first complete and 
officially adopt its Hazard Mitigation Plan, an action 
Marum said is expected in January. Even so, said 
Ingerslev, the EMC will then “have to get everything 
through the [Select Board] before we go out to the town.” 

Marum suggested asking Senator Marc Pacheco, 
the founding chair of the Standing Senate Committee on 
Global Warming and Climate Change in Massachusetts, 
to address a local meeting on the matter. Marum said that 
Pacheco has traveled to Norway to study the country’s 
wind farms setup. 

“Tt might be good to hear from him as a speaker in 
the education component. He was very enthusiastic when 
he was talking about renewable energy,” said Marum, also 
suggesting an invitation to the entire Tabor community, 
including the prep school’s students. 

Francis told the committee that she will draft a 
letter to the Select Board. 

Reporting on the Mass Energy Insight program, 
Saltonstall told the committee that while engineers were 
completing design for new equipment proposed for the 
Music Hall and Elizabeth Taber Library, he has until the 
end of November to complete Marion’s annual energy 
consumption report. He said Marion is applying for the 
maximum $150,000 in grant funding for the two projects 
and expects he will receive the necessary information in 
time to complete the report for Green Communities. 

Saltonstall said that Facilities Manager Shawn 
Cormier has taken a lead in dealing with the engineers.

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Heat pumps have been proposed for both buildings and 
a new system should include thermostats that can be 
controlled online. 

“The shortage of wires that prevented us from 
putting in a thermostat is going away, and I think 
we re going to get the kind of control I need,” he said, 
suggesting an occupancy sensor of some kind capable 
of meting out fresh air as needed. “I think the air 
requirement is around 20-percent. At Sippican School, 
sensors measure CO2 in each classroom and turn up as 
needed. I’m hopeful they’Il put something like that in the 
Music Hall space.” 

One of the challenges is in old buildings where 
heat is not distributed evenly. The goal is to get an 
unoccupied facility down into the 50-55-degree range. 

To achieve greater public awareness on electric 
power, Nelson discussed showcasing electric cars in 
public places like school parking lots where citizens 
can discuss them with the owners and learn facts in 
a grassroots atmosphere. When she lived in Melrose, 
Nelson helped hold three such events. 

Francis spoke about taking out advertising 
space in the local newspaper to offer tips on energy 
conservation.

THIS IS NOT AN EMERGENCY. Mattapoisett River Valley Water District and member communities routinely monitor for the presence of drinking 
water contaminants to ensure the safety of the water supply. On 9/15/2021, we were notified by the Town of Fairhaven that a fecal indicator (E. 
coli) was detected in a raw water (untreated) sample collected on 9/14/21 from the Tinkham Lane Well. 


During normal operations, water from the Tinkham lane Well is pumped from the ground and it is treated and disinfected at the MRVWTP for iron 
and manganese. This water is delivered to you after treatment. Water samples from Fairhaven and Mattapoisett water distribution systems were 
also collected on 9/14/21. Two of the water samples from Mattapoisett tested positive for Total Coliform and were absent for E. coli. The Town 

of Fairhaven had Three locations in their distribution system that tested positive for Total Coliform and were absent of E-Coli. Only the untreated 
sample from the Tinkham lane Well and the MRVWTP Untreated Raw Sample Tested positive for E-Coli. The secondary Raw and the Finish sam- 
ples at the MRVWTP were absent of both Total coliform and E-coli. ALL MARION DISTRIBUTION SAMPLES WERE FOUND TO BE ABSENT OF 
BOTH COLIFORM AND E-COLI.

The USEPA requires us to provide you with this Notice and the following information on fecal indicators. “Fecal indicators are microbes whose 
presence indicates that the water may be contaminated with human or animal wastes. Microbes in these wastes can cause diarrhea, cramps, 
nausea, headaches, or other symptoms.

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For the first five years of their marriage he was employed at 
Pratt & Whitney as an airplane technician in Hartford, CT.

Cruella. a Emma Stone and Emma Thompson.

It’s entirely possible that the less real estate 101 
Dalmatians and its various iterations occupy in your 
emotional neighborhood, the more you may feel free to 
enjoy Cruella, a live-action prequel unveiling the origins 
of one Cruella De Vil. She was born Estella, orphaned 
as a girl, then falling in with a couple of Dickensian 
child grifters. Eventually she grows into Emma Stone, 
who dyes her natural two-tone hair a less showy deep 
blood-red and goes to work for the Baroness (Emma 
Thompson), a fabulous and malicious fashion-design 
icon. Cruella is about how Estella becomes Cruella, though 
tonally it’s unstable and off-putting, and it doesn’t seem 
directed so much as assembled. 

That’s to be expected from director Craig 
Gillespie, whose previous film, I, Tonya, had similar 
themes and similar problems. Gillespie again can’t resist 
aping Martin Scorsese and swooping his camera through 
crowded rooms while the soundtrack is infested with 
period needle-drops. Cruella is supposedly set largely 
in the ‘70s, so we get the Stones, the Clash, Supertramp, 
the Doors, etc. As compellingly odd as it is to hear a 
Clash song in the middle of a Disney film, what people 
like Gillespie don’t get about the way Scorsese uses 
needle-drops is how the music emerges organically and 
emotionally — it’s not just there to make the movie cool. 
Cruella too often feels like a bunch of music videos glued 
together. It seems made to be thrown on the TV in the 
background of a party. 

That'd be a stylish party, though, and if the movie 
launches a thousand Cruella Halloween costumes and 
drag queens next month, it will have done some good 
work. Truth to tell, a snarky, punk-goth riff on a Disney 
villainess sounded fine to me; I was a big fan of the 
Mouse’s previous toe-dip in this pool, Maleficent (though 
I missed the sequel). Full of pain and nuance, Maleficent 
more than redeemed the antagonist of Sleeping Beauty. 

But Cruella, though grounded in grief and poverty, is 
never less convincing than when it wants you to be sad 
— it’s just irrepressibly hosting its own outré costume

party, although we don’t feel invited. Stone does put 
across a late-inning monologue directed at a fountain 
that represents her dead mum, but otherwise the movie’s 
conception doesn’t allow her or Thompson to transcend 
cartoonishness. 

Here and there, Thompson does share the fun 
she’s having, swanning around in diabolically smashing 
outfits while everyone around her recoils in abject fear 
of her, and in some moments Stone’s conniving Estella / 
Cruella appears to be taking notes from the Baroness. (Or 
Stone from Thompson.) The level of craft is as high as 
Disney’s pockets are deep (one hears murmurs of a $200 
million budget), but there was probably a firm ceiling 
on how arch and camp — on how gay, let’s not dance 
around it — Cruella could get without losing track of its 
bottom line. So it’s this sort of semi-closeted thing (though 
it boasts, in John McCrea’s fashion-shop owner Artie, 
Disney’s first “originally created openly gay character” ) 
that doesn’t trade in nearly enough fun outsider queer- 
coding for a cult audience and isn’t legitimately queer 
enough for people who relate to Cruella and her cadre to 
be interested in it. 

Even with all its weaknesses I might've cut 
Cruella some slack if it didn’t seem to play itself out 
at the 60-minute mark with over an hour left to go. A 
MacGuffin pendant is involved, leading to a tired twist. 
The style of the film comes on all Punk Sounds of the ‘70s, 
but the narrative is purely corporate story-meeting, with 
a lot of unacknowledged weirdness to unpack — we’re 
supposed to be jazzed that one sociopathically ambitious 
queen bitch is being replaced by another, who will go on 
to make dresses out of puppy skins? There’s no way an 
endeavor this costly is going to end on an ambiguous note 
or even in a way that closes off sequels. Nor does it want 
to go whole-hog into celebration, ironic or otherwise, of 
Cruella’s baser qualities. Cruella herself would find the 
movie dull and obvious, a wannabe punk decked out in 
Hot Topic.

Rochester Historical Society

To begin, I want to apologize for any confusion in 
last week’s article. Instead of the picture of the old Union 
Meeting House, there was the photo from the previous 
week. 

In L.C. Humphrey’s papers, he details the original 
size of Rochester. Rochester, as it was set off to the original 
proprietors, extended north to Nemasket in Middleboro, 
west to Dartmouth, east to Agawam plantations, and 
south to the sea, and that was the size of the town when 
it was 
incorporated 
in 1686. With 
the passage 
of time, the 
land area 
changed. 
First, the 
section of 
Rochester 
that extended 
deep into Wareham was set off in 1735 when the Town of 
Wareham was created out of both lands from Plymouth

and Rochester. Later, in the 1800s, both Marion and then 
Mattapoisett were set off as new towns. 

Because of this unique association with 
neighboring towns, Rochester’s history includes the 
history of other localities. As someone mentioned recently, 
a child living in Acushnet or another nearby town might 
go to church or belong to a youth group in Rochester. 
When my grandfather went to high school it was in 
Fairhaven. My mother attended Wareham High, while 
later students went to New Bedford High. 

Our museum and society reflect these 
connections. The building is on County Road on the 
Rochester side of the road, and West Wareham is just 
across the street. Our membership includes residents of 
Marion, Wareham, of course Rochester, and also towns 
throughout Massachusetts and beyond. 

Our new exhibit, supported by the Rochester 
Cultural Council, a local agency, supported by the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council, a state agency, includes 
in part town bounds, tools, and local military items. The 
exhibit will open at 10:00 am on October 2 and last until 
3:00 pm. In addition to the Curator’s Show Part II, we are 
planning a cranberry bake sale, a veteran’s tour of the 
Woodside Cemetery, and, at noon, an Honor Guard salute 
by the Wareham Minutemen Militia.
